This is in response to your Freedom of Information Aet Request to the Department of Commeree 
submitted Mareh 1, 2019 and assigned Tracking No. DOC-OS-2019-000819. Your request was 
for:

The information you requested is publicly available on the Department’s electronic FOIA 
system, with the exemption of United States Patent and Trademark Offiee. The FOIA log for 
USPTO is being forwarded to you for January 1, 2018 through December 31, 2018 whieh are 
being partially withheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552, under exemptions (b)(3) and (b)(6). 
Exemption (b)(3) whieh exempts from diselosure reeords that are made eonfidential by statute. 
The statute used in regard to this request is - U.S. Patent & Trademark Offiee, 35 U.S.C. § 122, 
which protects information concerning patent applieations. Exemption (b)(6) protects personnel 
and medical files and similar files the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of personal privaey.
